Bishop Clinton R. Coleman was born and reared in a small rural 
town of Coden, Alabama. There he was nurtured in a Christian faith 
at a small A.M.E. Zion Church named Coleman Chapel. Bishop 
Coleman is a graduate of Livingstone College and Howard Univer- 
sity Divinity School. He received an honorary degree of Doctor of 
Divinity from Livingstone College. 

His pastoral career was distinguished by his leadership in civic 
and community affairs, a concern that has continued during his 
episcopal tenure. He has direct Episcopal District supervision; he 
chairs A.M.E. Zion Connectional Boards and maintains membership 
in a variety of organizations that reflect his intense desire to improve 
society and the welfare of the needy. Bishop Coleman served on the 
Livingstone College Boarding Trustees for 20 years.

Bishop Dunston's accomplishments are impressive. An 
outstanding honor was to be named one of the fifteen great- 
est Black preachers in America by Ebony Magazine. Other 
distinctions include author, lecturer and meritorious service 
as a Chaplain and Presidential Consultant. 

Born in Coinjock, North Carolina, the bishop was edu- 
cated Livingstone College, Hood Theological Seminary and 
Drew University in Madison, New Jersey. His pastoral ca- 
reer before ascending to the episcopacy covered almost 30 
years and eight assignments; the last was Mother Zion in 
New York City. 

Because he is a man of action, his wisdom and leadership 
affect national and international levels. He served as Vice 
Chairman to Dr. Leon Sullivan's Equal Opportunity prin- 
ciples for South Africa. In 1979, he led an AME Zion del- 
egation in an audience with President Jimmy Carter. He is 
a papular and effective speaker. 

Bishop Dunston served on the Livingstone College Board 
of Trustees for 28 years.

Bishop Hoggard, Sr. was born in Jersey City, N.J., August 9, 
1916; Ordained Deacon, November 4, 1940; June 21, 1942; Con- 
secrated Bishop, May 12, 1972. 

The clergy is truly a Hoggard tradition. Inspired by his father, 
the late Rev. Jeremiah M. Hoggard, Bishop James Clinton Hog- 
gard has been in the ministry over 45 years. He earned degrees 
from Rutgers University and Union Theological Seminary, did 
graduate study at Boston University, and has been honored with 
a D.D. by Livingstone College. 

Bishop Hoggard has a broad array of interests and activities. 
He has served the A.M.E. Zion Church as President of the Board 
of Bishops, Secretary-Treasurer of the Department of Foreign 
Missions, and Editor of The Missionary Seer — and this is only 
a partial list. 

In addition, his resume includes an impressive listing of ecu- 
menical and social involvements. 

Bishop Hoggard was a member of the Board of Trustees for 
Livingstone College for 20 years.

Bishop John H. Miller based his 
baccalaureate sermon on Matthew 
6:33, which says "But seek ye first 
the kingdom of God and his 
righteousness and all these things 
shall be added unto you." 

Miller, who graduated from 
Livingstone 51 years ago, said one 
of Ms high school teachers often 



talked to students about a blue 
print for life. The teacher said 
"Prepare to die and then, live," 
Miller said. 

Having a personal relationship 
with Jesus Christ provides a finr 
foundation for life, he said. 

Miller told graduates to first 
become involved in church and 
then in their communities so their 
"talents and education can heal." 
He said they should instill "peace, 
justice, love and fair play" in their 
churches and communities. 

"If you do those things, then in 
the end some day, you will be able 
to die a peaceful death," Miller 
said. "In this age of electronics, 
conversion is an outdated word. 
But conversion should water down 
all the vices in life to the point 
where you become cleansed and 
able to serve all of humanity."

First Black Collegiate Same Played At Livingstone 

Twenty-five years after the debut of football In America (November, 1869, 
Rutgers versus Princeton), the first Intercollegiate football game among black 
colleges was initiated. On December 27, 1892 on a snow-covered field on the 
Livingstone campus, Livingstone College met Biddle University (now Johnson C. 
Smith) in this initial contest. 

Biddle University (Johnson C. Smith) won the first contest and a friendly rivalry 
developed between the two schools that aroused the enthusiasm of numerous 
fans. 

According to W.J Fonville in "Reminiscences of College Days" (cl904), the 
Livingstone football eleven was organized in the autumn of 1892 and was 
composed of J.W. Walker, Captain; W.J. Trent, manager; R.J. Rencher, Henry 
Rives, C.N. Garland, J.R. Dillard, J.B.A. Yerverton, Wade Hampton, Charies H. 
Patrick, J.J. Taylor and F.H. Cummings. 

It was expedient for the first football team to secure a regulation football and 
uniforms for practice and for the regular games. To that end an order was 
placed for one of the regulation footballs from Spaulding's. eachman chipping 
in and paying for it. Then the fellows began to work putting cleats on their 
everyday shoes until after practice, when they would be taken off. Old clothes 
were patched and padded up and these constituted the togs of the first 
Livingstone varsity football game, according to an account in the 1930 edition 
of The Blue Bear, the college annual. 

In 1958 prior to the renewal of the Srirrh-Uvingstohe rivalry. President Emeritus 
WJ. Trent, a member of the firstteam, gave this description of the playing togs" 
of that first game. 

The uniforms for this game with Smith (Biddle) were made by the young 
women of the Industrial Department out of 10-ounce white ducking cloth." 

President Trent stated with a kind boastful shyness that probably his football 
uniform was best of all, because at that time he was courting the director of the 
Sewing Department. 

The first game consisted of two 45-minute halts. The day the game was played 
was cold and dreary and snow had fallen to considerable depth. In the early 
stages of the game. Biddle got away to a lead and scored a touchdown, 
making the score 5-0. Later in the game when a Biddle man was about to get 
away from Livingstone for another score. Captain Walker of Livingstone tackled 
him and he dropped the ball. It was Immediately scooped up by the Livingstone 
right halfback William J. Trent who dashed across for a touchdown. Due to the 
heavy blanket of snow, the markings of the field were not so plain and Biddle 
contended that Its ball carrier was tackled out of bounds. The contention was 
upheld and the score was disallowed, Biddle winning 5-0. 

Since that game, games between Smith and Livingstone have become more 
or less a fixture in North Carolina.

We should value the things we have. 
For some, this was only a dream. 

Nothing was handed to our fore- 
parents on a silver platter. They had 
to work and pray for everything they 
had. If I could see the past in a mirror, 
I'm sure I would find people like Dr. 
Joseph Charles Price, Dr. William 
Johnson Trent, and Samuel E. Duncan 
trying to figure out a way to defeat the 
giant that stood in the way of equal 
opportunity. 

Our foreparents believed in sacri- 
fice. They were willing to go the extra 
mile. They did not do this because they 
had to. They did this because of their 
desire to be somebody. They have 
already put the footprints in the sand 
for us. We just have to follow them and 
walk directly in them. So they can 
become nice and deep. So deep that not 
even the strongest wind can remove 
them. 

Our heritage is not enslavement 
unless we want it to be. Our heritage 
is not bondage unless we let it be. We 
are of royalty, heirs of kings and 
queens. 

Our forefathers realized that we 
were all made in the image of God. 
Therefore, we were just as good as 



anybody else. They made one step, but 
this is our time to make our mark in 
history. Not as people who started out 
running the race wide open, only to be 
dismayed by someone whom we 
thought could run farther. We want to 
be remembered as a people who ran 
until the end. For the race is not given 
to the swift, nor to the strong, but to 
the one who endureth until the end. 

As I look around today, I feel 
privileged and honored to be a part of 
a historically black college. I know 
that if it were not for men and women 
like Dr. Joseph Charles Price, Dr. 
Martin Luther King Jr., Rosa Parks, 
and Mary McLeon Bethune, this might 
not have been possible. 

Dr. Price had a vision, a dream to 
set the record straight. I believe he 
might have thought to himself, "I'm 
tired of our people being cheated, 
mistreated, misfed and misled into 
thinking that we are inferior to 
everyone else." In my mind, I can see 
the wheels turning and his heart being 
moved by God to help create some- 
thing that could make the lives of 
black young men and women better. 

This was to happen not only by 
educating us in books written by great 
scientists and famous poets. He felt 



that the spiritual life should be fed and 
educated, too. Yes, God first — then 
everything else would fall into place. 

It was because of this great orator, 
preacher and teacher, and many 
others who came before us that we 
have an opportunity to be educated, an 
opportunity to walk with our heads up 
high. 

We are not here by chance, for 
Livingstone is exactly what we are. 
Our foreparents built this place with 
homemade bricks that had a little bit 
of everything mixed in them: tears, 
sweat, prayer, love and faith. They 
worked so that we could have some- 
thing to call our own. Each day we 
should work to add another stone to 
our firm foundation. The rest of the 
dream is up to us. We should all be a 
part of the upbuilding.

Laurence Dunbar:
